It is typical of the homes 
that will be built this year, a 
vast improvement over those 
constructed under the unwork- 
able regulations used last year 


CHANGES in the rules governing 
home-building came as good news 
to hundreds of Better Homes G Gar- 
dens families. These changes, in the 
direction advocated by this maga- 
zine in November, mean that 1947 
may be the year when you will at- 
tain the new home you have long 
been awaiting—a decent home, 
built of good materials, with room 
enough to turn around in. 

As we said last November, we 
feel that removal of the unworkable 
1946 restrictions will do the average 
veteran a big favor. As home-build- 
ing gets under way at full capacity, 
the veteran will find that more and 
more decent places to live are availa- 
ble, at a price he can afford to pay. 
And he will still have priority on 
homes built for sale, and on the 
rental of new apartments. 

Under the new system, anyone 
veteran and nonveteran alike—can 
get a permit to build a home. Per- 
mits will be issued by field offices of 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion, on the basis of a simplified

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application form. All building ma- 
terials have been released from 
priority restrictions, and may be 
purchased on the open market. 


Insreap of the $10,000 cost ceil- 
ing in effect last year, new homes in 
1947 will be limited only as to the 
amount of floor space—floor space 
must not exceed 1,500 square feet 
per dwelling, measured to the out- 
side of exterior walls at floor level. 
As this limit does not include base- 
ment, garage, outside porches, un- 
finished attic, or terraces, it permits 
the construction of a very livable 
home, a home that won’t depreciate 
into a slum dwelling as soon as the 
housing shortage is ended. 

There are a few other restrictions. 
If you build a home, you will be 
allowed to complete only one bath- 
room.

Some of the names you see most frequently in Better 
Homes @ Gardens don’t belong to staff members. They 
identify a small group of highly talented individuals 
known as ‘“‘writer-scouts.” 

Their work is specialized. Each one keeps a close check 
on what’s new in building, remodeling, home furnishing, 
and gardening in a particular area.

More than a third of household expenses—$460—goes for 
labor. ““Before the war we paid $75 a month for a cook,” 
says Mr. X. “‘Now it’s $150. We paid $90 a month for a 
governess; now $160. Second maid and gardener each 
draw $75 a month. And you’ve got to remember we have 
to feed them.” So the costs of running Mr. X’s home add up 
to $15,000 a year. That, plus $20,000 for taxes, leaves $10,- 
000. That’s not a lot, considering the scale of living he has 
become accustomed to. 


Me. X belongs to five clubs, including two country clubs. 
Dues total $1,300 a year. In addition, he has to figure on 
$160 a month for the four months social life revolves around 
the country clubs. His ‘“‘golfing club” costs another $60 a 
month, mostly for caddy fees which have jumped from $1.50 
to $3. Mr. X takes his family to Lake Tahoe for a month each 
summer. That costs $1,500. 

These social and entertainment expenses cost Mr. X 


around $4,000 a year, leave him with $6,000. And $4,000 of 


that goes for premiums on $100,000 life insurance. ‘‘That 
$4,000 is all I’m saving now,” he says. ‘““The $2,000 which 
remains must pay for everything else. It just isn’t enough.” 

Mr. X hasn’t bought a new car, and Mrs. X doesn’t have 
the new draperies and rugs she needs “‘desperately.”’ 

So, to make ends meet as prices climb, Mr. X is applying 
a business axiom—‘‘Retrenchment.” 

Entertainment feels the knife first. ‘Less dining out. I 
just won’t pay those awful restaurant prices.” 

There are fewer clothes, too. “I’ve paid my tailor $125 a 
suit for years, right up to the end of O.P.A., but now he 
wants $200. I just don’t have it to spare.’ For Mrs. X it 
means fewer dresses, and the children have to ‘‘make do.” 

Instead of two cars, there’s a lone Cadillac. Mr. and Mrs. 
X canceled their winter stay in Palm Springs. 

Mr. X still lives within his income, intends to continue 
cutting down expenses rather than biting into savings. “I’ve 
never operated that way and I don’t intend to start now.”

ACROSS THE EDITOR’S DESK 
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Do We Have to Have War 


to Work Together? 


As 1947 unfolds, the average man in each 
victor nation finds himself wondering what 
victory accomplished. An end of the fighting, 
yes—something for which we must never 
cease to be thankful. Let us never forget that 
today’s confusion is the aftermath of slaughter, 
that famine, economic upheaval, political un- 
certainty would have been worse for each 
month war might have continued. 

But today’s tragedy is the breakdown in 
unity—between the victors, and among the 
peoples within each nation. Relief from com- 
mon fear has snapped devotion to unselfish 
prosecution of a single ideal or objective. 
Among and within nations, the law of the 


jungle re-emerges, when peace calls for a 


greater surge of unselfishness. 

We Americans are concerned with almost 
everything but the realities of living in a world 
grown terrifyingly intimate. Many of our 
actions are more isolationist than ever. We 
have nearly forgotten the comparatively 
meager suffering war inflicted upon us; we 
have long since forgotten—many of us—its 
infinitely more demoralizing impact upon the 
rest of the world. We would like to escape our 
obligations to play the Good Samaritan and 
to assume responsibilities of world leadership. 


WE FORGET that to much of the world 
starvation is more than the inflation of food 
prices, clothing scarcity more than a shortage 
of nylons, transportation paralysis more than 
delay in new automobiles, housing problems 
more than doubling up with in-laws, security 
more than arguments about officers’ clubs. 

If America is to play a mature role in the 
world of tomorrow, we need an extension, 
indefinitely, of the spirit that saw us thru the 
war. It’s time most of us, wrapped in our own 
small problems, bent on speculative profits, 
higher wages, a quick return to a prewar 


world that doesn’t exist, faced the facts of 


postwar life. 

We need an extension of the industry with 
which our factories and farms built history’s 
greatest potential for war. With the same 
tools we must create a potential for peace. 

We need an extension of the courage that 
fortified American boys flying thru flak over 
Bremen, doggedly enduring bombardment 
by Japanese guns off Guadalcanal, advancing 
up the deadly beaches of Salerno or Iwo 
Jima—and a little, too, of the patient, under- 





standing bravery of the mothers, fathers, and 
young wives who opened tragic telegrams 
from the War Department. 

We need an extension of the cooperation 
that brought the United Nations into close 
collaboration at Casablanca, Teheran, and 
Yalta—the cooperation by which labor and 
management demonstrated what America’s 
productive genius can accomplish. 

We need an extension of the sacrifice—not 
of the soldier, but of those who took the re- 
sponsibility of seeing that his was not nullified 
at home—businessmen who closed their 
stores to collect scrap iron and looked after 
affairs and families of young associates, 
women who rolled bandages for the Red 
Cross, workers who swarmed by night over 
giant warships and doubled as blood donors 
and bond salesmen by day. 


WE NEED an extension of the unselfishness 
that made almost everyone put the common 
cause ahead of personal gain—of the draft- 
board member who neglected his business 
for a thankless job, of the thousands who gave 
unstintingly to provide entertainment and 
companionship for servicemen, of the mer- 
chant and landlord who didn’t gouge the man 
in uniform or his wife left at home on $50. 

We need an extension in peace of the imagi- 
nation that envisioned thousand-plane ar- 
madas of B-17’s, the atom bomb—the imagi- 
nation that lifted American youth to briefly 
glorious adventure in the skies, that made us 
applaud the United Nations, before we be- 
came more concerned about what delegates 
would do to exclusive suburbs than what one 
atomic bomb could do to New York. 


AND LASTLY, we need an extension of the 
steadfastness that supported us in .the dark 
days between Pearl Harbor and Midway, 
that sustained sunburned survivors of Ameri- 
can ships torpedoed on perilous runs to 
Murmansk and Calcutta, the crewmen of 
destroyers fighting off the Kamikazes—the 
unswerving belief all of us held for four long 
years that right will eventually make right. 

Now—as we face the real challenges of 
peace—it is imperative that we reawaken to 
our interest in an ordered world, and subordi- 


nate our self-secking to the 
common good of all mankind. é.

Op-TI™ME sugar buckets are pretty scarce, and cracker 
barrels are now found mostly on movie lots. But there still 
remain some barrels not crowded out of business by cartons. 

And when building really gets under way again there 
should be plenty of nail kegs to fashion into outdoor furni- 
ture. Would-be builders should remember that barrel staves 
shrink as they dry out, and it’s then that unstapled hoops 


start to slip. 

Two squat barrels of the same size make an excellent base 
for a plank picnic table.

Rhode Island Winters 


Here’s a report from the first house in the state to be equipped 
with in-the-floor protection from those New England blizzards 


The Rhode Island home of Artist Cirino has 
withstood the rigors of five New England win- 
ters with a modern radiant heating system 


There arent any drafts in his house. Mr. 
Cirino finds temperatures at floor level so 
comfortable he often does his work there

Arrer living in comfort thru five of New Eng- 
land’s rugged winters with radiant heat, Antonio 
Cirino is ready to go out stump speaking in its 
behalf. 

His was the first house in Rhode Island to be 
equipped with under-the-floor coils. Situated on a 
hill in East Providence looking out across Narra- 
gansett Bay, it stands unprotected from storms and 
piercing winds from the sea. The heating plant has 
been put to a severe test. (“What Is This Ra- 
in December BH@G, page 46.) 

“Still think radiant heat can’t be beat?” I asked, 
stopping in to get a firsthand report and deliber- 
ately picking a cold, blustery day. “Besides having 


diant Heating?” 


no radiators to bump against and no grilles to gape 
at you from the walls, what are radiant heating’s 
advantages?” 

Like a doting father asked to tell about his favorite 
son’s achievements, Mr. Cirino replied, “Put your 
hand anywhere on the floor—by the door or over in 
the center. It’s warm everywhere, yet the floor is 
concrete.” 

“How about higher up?” I asked. “Don’t walls 
and ceilings get cold?” 

With that he brought out a diary and selected a 
page at random. February 10, 1946. Outside tem- 
perature, 12. Living room floor 76, walls 71, ceiling 
73, thermostat set at 67. 

“How cold has it been since the house was built?” 

“It went to 14 below zero in 1942, and that’s cold 
here where the air is damp. Yet the house was warm

all the way down to the end of the bedroom wing.” 

The house is 52 feet long, consisting of a central 
block 20 by 28 and a wing at each end. Ceiling 
height in the living room is 9 feet 8 inches, and 7 feet 
in the rest of the house. There is no basement. When 
the house was laid out,.ground between walls was 
leveled, firmly tamped, and covered with a layer 
of crushed stone. On top of this went an insulation 
blanket and a layer of metal foil on which the heat- 
ing pipes were bedded. 

Pipes along the exterior wall are 14 inches in 
diameter and spaced every 5 inches. Pipe size de- 
creases to °4 inch at room centers, and spacing 
increases to 9 inches. 


Hear is controlled by a dual thermostatic sys- 
tem. One thermostat is outside on the north, the 
other in the living room. Since the outside tempera- 
ture affects the air inside, the outside thermostat 
sends an impulse to the boiler for action. But the 
inside thermostat has the last word, and if the house 
is already warm enough, it refuses to let more heat 
in. A mixing valve at the boiler adds the right 
amount of hot water to maintain the required tem- 
peratures. 

The temperature may be kept the same all over 
the house or varied by rooms. Accessible in-the- 
floor controls, set at random thruout the house, can 
be adjusted to cut down or increase heat in a specific 
area.

666 kills spinach aphids 


The new insect killer, 666, is particularly effective against spinach 
aphids, insects often uninjured by the common insecticides because they 
remain hidden on the under sides of leaves. 666, known to chemists as 
hexachlorocyclohexane, vaporizes readily, releasing fumes that kill those 
insects not hit by the dust itself, according to Entomologists Dwight Iseley 
and F. D. Miner, of Arkansas. 


Chemicals protect stored seeds 


DDT dusts can protect most kinds of stored seeds from attack by the 
common insects. One ounce treats a bushel of seed. Dusts must contain 
21% percent DDT to be effective, may contain as much as 20 percent 
without affecting germination rate of the seed. 

Black pepper, of the ordinary table grade, will keep weevils away from 
home-stored beans, report Drs. F. H. Lathrop and L. G. Keirstead, of 
Maine. You need only one tablespoon of pepper for each pint of dry 
beans. 

Two powerful new chemical fumigants, acrylonitrile and trichloroace- 
tonitrile, quickly kill beetles and weevils that attack stored wheat. One 
gallon of either material protects 1,000 bushels of grain. Both chemicals 
are ‘“‘tear gases,’ hence can be used safely only in grain elevators where 
special safety equipment is available. 


Crerm-killiné aerosol bomb invented 


Now you can buy a push-button aerosol bomb that sprays an effective 
germ killer instead of DDT, the insect killer. The new bomb contains 
dipropylene glycol and cetyltrimethylammonium bromide, chemicals 300 
times more powerful against bacteria than carbolic acid, present standard 
for germicides. But the new materials are harmless to man and animal, 
can be used safely anywhere in the house, even in the refrigerator or 
breadbox, according to Dr. Lyle D. Goodhue, co-inventor of both the 
famous DDT bomb and its new twin sister. 


Mimosa wilt epidemic in Southeast 


A dark ring just below the bark 
is the surest symptom of mimosa wilt, 
a disease currently threatening sud- 
den death for the popular mimosa 
trees in the Southeast. 

The fungus causing the wilt lives 
in the soil, ready to attack the roots 
of any mimosas grown in infested 
ground. It is not known how long 
the fungi can live in the soil after all 
mimosas are removed. 

U.S.D.A. Pathologist George H. 
Hepting reports that trees which 
appear to be in perfect health may 
suddenly lose their leaves, and die a 
few weeks later because of the wilt. 
No diseased tree has been known to 
recover. 

Doctor Hepting and his associates 
believe that possible development of 
wilt-resistant varieties offers the most 
hope for saving the mimosa as a 
valuable shade tree for the South,

Delphinium Leaf Spot. 
Last year the leaves on my delphin- 
iums looked as if tar had been 
spilled on them. What can I do to 
prevent the same thing from happen- 
ing again? N.B.W., Pennsylvania. 
Bacterial leafspot caused the tar- 
like spots. The bacteria live over 
winter in the crown of the plant, 
also in old leaves buried in the soil. 
Rains spread the disease rapidly 
by spattering the bacteria onto 
the new leaves. Drench the crowns 
with corrosive sublimate before 
growth starts this spring. Ask 
your druggist for tablets to make 
a 1 to 2,000 solution. Caution: 
highly poisonous. In addition, 
keep new shoots covered with 
bordeaux spray for first month 
after plants start to grow.

A RIBBON lot 45 x 152 feet was what the 
Sydney H. Strouds, of Los Angeles, had at 
the start.

Beside them rose 
some very rough and steep land owned, but 
unused, by their neighbor. 

The Strouds were able to buy a 30 x 50- 
foot piece of hill immediately outside their 
living room and kitchen.

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Solar House 


FOR A SMALL LOT 


By John Normile, A.I.A. 


B UT YOU can’t build a solar house on 
a small city lot!” 

Architect David Barrow heard this ob- 
jection many times. In rebuttal, he pre- 
pared plans which Better Homes & Gardens 
has selected as Five Star Home No. 1703. 

Don’t let the term “solar heating” make 
you turn the page. It’s merely a means of 
using radiant heat in its purest form—the 
sun’s rays. The theory is simple, but the 
execution is more complex. Let’s explain 
it in terms of Architect Barrow’s design. 










This house is designed for a lot on the 
east side of the street. It’s to be set as near 
the north edge of the property as building 
codes permit. Large areas of double glass 
in the south wall let in the sun’s rays. 

The secret of comfort lies not in the 
amount of glass, but in how well the sum- 
mer sun is kept off it. Roof overhangs do 
the job; they shade the glass from mid- 
spring to midfall. During cold months, the 
sun angles in under the overhang, and 
helps the heating plant do its job less 
expensively. 

Solar heating won’t heat your home 
alone, but control of the sunlight can give 
you greater comfort and smaller fuel bills.

Poppy seed 
should be sown very early and no more than 
barely raked into the upper half inch of soil. 
Broadcast sweet alyssum seeds along 
with the poppies, for an even prettier effect.

bloom this year and a better display next. 
Allow a circle of 30-inch diameter for an 
eventual spread of foliage. 

Flower stems average slightly under 3 
feet, and each carries from 9 to 40 buds, 
Yellows and orange shades predominate, 
but some newer varieties come in rich, deep 
shades of Morocco red. 


Want fillers for chinks in a sunny wall? 
Plant pinks, all kinds, and you'll get tufts 
of pretty foliage that explode into sweet- 
smelling fringy stars. Cheddar pinks are 
the spiciest. Grass pinks come in deeper 
colors. These are perennials and must be 
set out as plants for bloom this summer. 

Heddewig pinks are best regarded as an- 
uals but do give you the brightest, sauciest 
color schemes in the garden.

BarBARA BRANDON says, “Shopping 
is almost too much. Grandma’s rig had 
space at the hitching rail. Now, Newcastle 
has grown to 20,000, and there are only 
1,000 parking spaces downtown, half of 
them taken by people who work there.” 
Today, with me sitting beside her, Bar- 
bara drove around and around, hunting, 
stopping, nudging pedestrians. She got 
caught behind a bottling truck that had 
stopped to unload. A van pulled up so close 
behind her she couldn’t back up. The driver 
blew in defiance, finally inched back, while 
the fellow behind him honked for dear life. 
‘““You see why?” asked Barbara. 





Businessmen are worried. People who 
can’t park can’t buy. Taxpayers and city 
officials are worried, too. Less business 
means less to tax—poorer schools, parks, 
libraries. Or it means higher tax rates for 
the Brandons—in Newcastle, $5.05 per 
$100 of assessed value for town and county 
taxes.

Doucig BRANDON is in third grade. 
To get to school, Dougie and his sister, Sid- 
ney, 12, have to cross four of the busiest 
streets in town, some carrying eight and nine 
thousand vehicles a day. Dougie doesn’t 
know why his mother worries so. He doesn’t 
remember the big, dual-tired truck rolling 
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are too high 


over the Kendell boy’s head. It doesn’t 
matter to him that there are 31 grade cross- 
ings in Newcastle, only one underpass or 
overhead. Dougie would like a place to play. 
There is a park—two miles away. There 
is a street out front, with play space between 
parked cars. A generation ago kids played 
shinny on another street 30 feet west of 
Dougie’s front door. It’s a state highway 
today. Trucks roll by all day and all night 
with a house-shaking rumble. 
Must the Brandons move to the country to 
escape the dirt, the noise, the hazards of 
city life? 


Ir HAPPENED in Newcastle as it hap- 
pened in your town. Highways and trucks 
and poles and wires and blinking, raucous 
signs, garish new stores next to tumbling 
derelicts. 

People are moving out to escape the 
ugliness, inconvenience, and high cost. Al- 
ready 31 percent of those working in New- 
castle live elsewhere—in neighboring vil- 
lages, in the country. Some, bad for all, live 
in shacks just outside the city limits. 
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I drove out to look them over with Skeet 
Brandon. “A third of the people living out- 
side a city means just what a loss of a third 
of its customers means to a business,” he 
said. ‘“‘Unless we make town life more invit- 
ing, the day will come when 50 to 60 per- 
cent of those who make their living in New- 
castle live somewhere else, and a minority 
remains to pay the city’s bills.” 


A CENTURY and a quarter ago, a spare, 
browned man in buckskins pushed up thru 
the wilderness of the Northwest Territory 
into the glacier-carved valley of Indiana’s 
Blue River. It was a beautiful valley. There, 
behind him, lay rich plains. Here, before 
him, in the bottom land the grass grew 
waist high and thick. 

So here Ashael Woodward, the first citi- 
zen of Newcastle, brought his family, built, 
planted, and prospered. Others came. In 
the fruitful wilderness they built a mill, a 
school, a courthouse, a church. 

For three-quarters of a century New- 
castle remained just a town. Hound dogs 
drowsed in the sun on the courthouse steps.

On snappy winter afternoons when the snow 
lay white, the speed merchants raced their 
sleighs in the streets. Wilbur Wright was 
born 7 miles to the northeast. At the gas- 
lit Alcazar, the villian sawed the heroine in 
two in The Cowboy Sheriff. 

People worked in Newcastle’s 100 green- 
houses which shipped more roses than those 
of any other town in America. People 
worked in the Hoosier Kitchen Cabinet 
factory. Charles A. Beard, later to become 
the noted historian, edited the Daily Press. 

It was a hard, homespun, satisfying life of 
cracker barrels, red flannels, outdoor toilets, 
and Saturday night baths. 

And then in 1902, into this satisfied town 
of 3,000 popped Joe Newby in Newcastle’s 
first auto, a merry Oldsmobile. In its thin 
wake of dust came revolution. 

Indiana Rolling Mills came, to make 
steel. Maxwell-Briscoe came, to make auto- 
mobiles. Perfect Circle came, to make piston 
rings; Ingersoll to make steel; Trainor, to 
make springs; Jesse French, to make pianos; 
Firestone, to make brake lining. Newcastle

Take a Peek Into Windows 


Ricsws are holes in the wall expect- 
ed to perform contradictory functions— 
which is why people have so much trouble 
with them. 

They must admit air when you want it 
and exclude it when you don’t. . . cool the 
house in summer and keep it from getting 
too cool in winter . . .open wide to the breeze 
and shut tight against the rain . . . let the 
sun pour in and remain nice and shady... 
open up to the view and close to prying eyes 

. welcome the scented summer night and 
turn away insects . . . be durable, econom- 
ical, easy to maintain, and last, but far from 
least, handsome. 

In trying to get all these virtues, mankind 
has invented quite a few types of windows. 
Some have certain virtues; some have 
others; but so far none has all. You will 
choose your window type according to the 
virtues most important to you. In California, 
heat loss will be less important than shade 
and view. But in a Bucks County farmhouse, 
view and heat loss outweigh shade. The 
style of your home—modern or traditional 
—will also guide your choice, as your archi- 
tect will point out. 

He’ll point out many other things about 
windows, too. His talk will be flavored with 
such terms as “‘scale,’”’ “‘void-solid ratio,” 
“‘muntins,” and ‘“‘reveal.’?. The ideas be- 
hind these terms, while 
simple, are vital to good 
window design, so it will 
be worth while to go into 
them briefly. 

Over the centuries, 
window sizes and shapes 
have been determined 
by three things—wall 
material, window mate- 
rial, and climate. In a 
civilization using sun- 
baked brick, windows 
are narrow; brick can’t 
bridge openings as great 
as stone, nor stone as 
great as timber. So we 
accept larger windows 
in wood-frame homes 
than we would in stone

others, styles are established, so a home 
built in a particular style will look wrong if 
windows are not of the size characteristic of 
that style. 

This matter of scale is rather delicate, 
requiring a designer to have experience and 
historical knowledge. Let your architect’s 
judgment govern the scale. In traditional 
design, especially, correct scale is vital. In 
modern work, where there is less precedent, 
the taste and skill of the designer are taxed 
even more. 

The “‘void-solid ratio” is the amount of 
window area compared with the unbroken 
wall area. In many communities, building 
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codes set a top limit on window area. The 
law is interested only in making sure that wall 
strength is not cut beyond the safety mark. 

But there are other aspects to the ratio. 
Too many windows (too high void-solid 
ratio) destroy the effect of coziness. They 
eat up wall space inside, creating a furniture 
problem, a draperies problem, a light-con- 
trol problem, and a heat-loss problem. On 
the other hand, too low a ratio gives a house 
an introspective, secretive look, a we-don’t- 
want-any-friends look that is pretty grim. 
It also creates a lighting problem and a 
ventilation problem. 

So take your choice. Unfortunately, there 
is no formula for the correct ratio. Some 
authorities say that in masonry work the 
ratio should not exceed 3 to 10, but that’s 
as far as they’ll go. Again, it’s a problem for 
the architect working on your very special 
house. 

The ‘‘reveal”’ is the amount that glass is 
set back from the wall surface. This casts a 
shadow over part of the window, accenting

Ideally, the 
true prefabricated house would be entirely 
factory-built. But most manufacturers still 
use site labor for preparing foundations, in- 
stalling plumbing and possibly wiring, and 
doing finish painting, as well as for erection 
of the panels. The assembly-line technique 
of producing homes is illustrated above in a 
photograph of the Kaiser Community 
Homes plant in Los Angeles. 


What do prefabs leek like? Most manu- 
facturers have turned away from ‘“‘miracle 
homes” of fantastic design. Instead they are 
using traditional designs which can scarcely 
be distinguished from those of conventional, 
site-built homes. None of the “miracle 
homes” have reached the production stage 
which promises a housing revolution. 


Is the prefabrication of houses new? No. 
Means of lowering costs and tapping wider 
markets by mass production of housing have 
been sought for decades. The depression of 
1929-1934 greatly stimulated research. Now, 
the tremendous postwar demand for homes 
is further expanding the growing industry. 


Do prefabs cost less? A prefabricated home 
and a ¢ruly comparable conventional home to- 
day cost approximately the same. This is 
true because 1) factory production has not 
reached the volume necessary to reduce 
costs, and 2) in a period of high demand, 
competition is not an effective brake on 
prices. 


Will prefabs cost less? Ultimately, yes, say 
the prefabricators. As housing demand 
shrinks, prefabricators hope to be in a better 
position than conventional builders to re- 
duce prices and still make a profit. By so 
doing, prefabricators would win a big part 
of the market for homes selling at $7,500 or 
less. This is expected to be especially true in 
the northern part of the United States east 
of the Rocky Mountains, largely because 
weather in that area prevents year-around, 
conventional building. 


Sixteen years old 


Will prefabs stand up? There are jerry- 
built prefabs as well as jerry-built conven- 
tional homes, of course. But comparable pre- 
fabs built of wood, metal, or concrete will 
last as long as conventional homes built of 
the same material or of brick or stone. Some 
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prefabs have stood for many years without 
depreciating faster than conventional homes 
of the same age—the prefabricated house 
pictured above was built in Dedham, Massa- 
chusetts, 16 years ago by the E. F. Hodgson 
Company. The industry has worked closely 
with the United States Bureau of Standards 
in the development of quality standards as a 
guide for the buying public. Members of the 
Prefabricated Home Manufacturers’ Insti- 
tute give buyers a certificate guaranteeing 
conformity to these quality standards. 





Will cities admit prefabs? Community ac- 
ceptance may be slow, for pressure groups 
are prepared to fight relaxation of local re- 
strictions which now keep prefabs out of 
many cities. But if prefabricators produce a 
house which the public recognizes as desira- 
able, people everywhere will see that they 
get it. 





They look conventional 


Will people buy prefabs? At present, peo- 
ple in need of housing will accept anything 
with a roof. But generally, home-buyers are 
conformists, shying away from anything too 
extreme. Prefabricators recognize this fact 
and are making their homes look more and 
more conventional. The example pictured 
is a product of the National Homes Corpor- 
ation of Lafayette, Indiana, which expects 
to produce 5,000 units in the $6,000-$8,000 
price range in 1947. People will buy prefabs 
when they are convinced they are getting 
more for their money. In fact, advertising 
might make them preferred in the low-cost 
field, for Americans tend to glamorize new 
products. 


Can labor block their use? For the present, 
yes. Local building-crafts unions have long 
fought laborsaving methods and devices, on 
or off the building site. Their resistance will 
be overcome only when manufacturers 
prove to the public that the prefabricated 
house is an economical, desirable product. 

In many places, however, prefabricated 
homes are being erected by members of 
local labor unions, and a number of factories 
are union organized. Dealers often sub- 
contract locally for plumbing and electrical 
work, which is done by local union labor. 
Prefabricators claim that year-around em- 
ployment in the factory means a higher an- 
nual wage for workers, and point out that 
they supply low-cost homes which workmen 
can afford. | Turn to page 217

Stuffed Eggs 
12 hard-cooked '. teaspoon 
eggs pepper 
1g cup mayonnaise 1% teaspoon dry 
or salad mustard 
dressing 14 teaspoon 
1 teaspoon salt paprika 


Stuffed Egg Halves: Cut hard- 
cooked eggs in half, lengthwise or 
crosswise. Remove yolks; mash with 
fork. Add mayonnaise and season- 
ings; blend. Fill egg white halves. 


Pipe the filling thru a pastry tube, if 


desired. 


Whole Stuffed Eggs: Cut thick 
slice from broader end of hard- 
cooked egg. Remove yolk; mash 
with fork. Add mayonnaise and 
seasonings; blend. Fill hollow of egg 
white (reserve a little stuffing for 
the top). Replace the cut slice. Cut 
four triangular wedges from narrow 
end of egg to form a petal-shaped 
opening. (See photograph page 60.) 
Fill in top with rest of yolk mixture. 


Stuffing Variations: For a tarter 
stuffing, add 2 teaspoons vinegar to 
the above ingredients. For a sweet- 
sour center, add 1 tablespoon horse- 
radish. Other combinations may 
include parsley, chopped onion or 
chives, and flaked sea food. Taste 
your way along. Fill whites with a 
pastry tube, or use a spoon and 
knife. Arrange stuffed and pickled 
eggs attractively on a platter. 





Hard-Cooked Eggs 


Eggs should be hard-cooked, nof 
“hard-boiled.’’ Low temperature is 
the secret of tender, delicate eggs. 
Take eggs out of refrigerator and 
allow to warm to room temperature. 
Lower one at a time on tablespoon 
into simmering water. The water 
should cover eggs. Turn heat low. 
Let cook about 20 minutes. Do not 
let the water boil. Eggs may be soft- 
cooked the same way, allowing 3 to 
5 minutes cooking time. 

If you don’t want to be a pot- 
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alll 


watcher, let your double boiler do 
the egg cookery. Eggs go into hot 
water in upper part. Allow 30 min- 
utes for hard-cooked eggs, about 8 
minutes for soft. When time is up, 
pour cold water over hard-cooked 
eggs unless they are to be eaten hot. 
Then they will shell more easily.

We Have a New Kitchen]

Wuen we moved into our home in Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa, we didn’t have the trouble the 
Smiths had (page 102). But our problems were 
more common—limited cupboard space, lack 
of work space, too much distance between 
refrigerator, range, and sink. On top of that (or 
rather below that) our floor wasn’t quite level. 

We put in a new fir floor and covered it with 
linoleum. Standard cupboard units, with easy- 


to-keep-clean slab doors, were attached in a 
continuous line around the two outside walls. 
These walls were furred (built out with air 
space behind) to meet the top of the cupboards. 

We bought new equipment, but kept all of it 
in the same relative position except the range. 
This fits between sections of counter under a 
glass-block window. Into the joints between 
blocks are fastened glass shelves for plants.

We Have a New Kitchen-Ill 





My problems were disorder and confusion 


in a too-small, poorly arranged kitchen

I APPROVED the down pay- 
ment on our house with one reser- 
vation: “‘I like every room but the 
kitchen.” 

The first week that I stood with 
pans in both hands and no working 
space, shooing husband and chil- 
dren from the sink, there was no 
doubt in their minds about my an- 
noyance.

We ended a family feud by slicing a bedroom right down the 


middle for our daughters, ages 7 and 16

Ir HAPPENED one morning a year ago. Sue, then 
16, and Betty, 7, had quarreled until we were all glad 
when breakfast was over. They had been having argu- 
ments for a long time. Too much difference in ages and 
interests, I knew, was the cause. 

Could I make their large bedroom into two smaller 
ones? That would keep the girls out of each other’s way. 

Our house in Iron River, Michigan, is the square, 
sturdy type. It has three bedrooms upstairs. My husband 
and I have one room, and our son, Dick, another. We 
gave the girls the largest room, 12-by-15, with a window 
in each outside wall. 


My PROBLEMS were: 

1) Sue slept later than Betty. The high school is nearer 
our home than the grade school.

With good care, your dog can be as well as these pets of Wallace Beery

Ir YOU'RE anxious to keep your 
dog healthy, we sound a warning 
against the well-meaning friend 
with “helpful” advice. 

Why? Simply because there’s too 
much old-time superstition about 
dog ailments. We still hear folks ad- 
vocating “gun powder mixed with 
molasses” as a distemper treatment 
—or a “poultice of melted lard and 
bread crumbs as hot as the dog can 
stand”’ for pneumonia—or a “‘good 
bleeding of the dog”’ to cure mange. 

We have come a long way since 
grandfather’s day, when such lethal 
treatments were popular—but we 
still have a long way to go. 


OpsviousLy we can’t hope to 
cover the whole subject in a short 
article. Distemper, alone, would re- 
quire several volumes, a few lectures, 
and a set of slides. But we can give a 
few common-sense sickness preven- 
tives—on the reasonable premise that 
a stitch in time will save the dog 
owner heartaches, veterinarian bills, 
nursing care—even the dog’s life. 
Let’s take feeding first. Improper 
diet is perhaps the source of more 
dog ills than anything else. Unless a 
dog is fortified well with nutritious 
food, he can develop or catch al- 
most anything. Your safest bet is to 
get hold of a diet from a responsible 
dog publication, a dog food come 
pany, or a veterinarian. If it seems to 
work, stick to it. And don’t go in for 
fancy departures or innovations. 





Asove all, pay no attention to 
the dog owner who boasts, “Just look 
at my dog—sound and healthy as a 
dollar—and I never feed him any- 
thing but table scraps!” Such a dog 
may have a sleek, well-fed look— 
but he’ll have no real stamina when 
disease strikes. 

Next, there’s grooming. People 


bathe their dogs too much, then 
write letters about their dogs shed- 
ding all over the place or having 
skin ailments. We know a lot of dogs 
that have never had a bath in their 
lives; yet they’re as clean and sweet- 
smelling as a fresh-blown rose. Most 
professional dog breeders bathe their 
dogs infrequently. They brush and 
comb them almost every day. This 
energizes the skin and coat, stimu- 
lates action of the skin’s oil glands. 


We DO not approve of clipping. 
Lots of dog owners indulge in this 
summertime practice because they 
believe the thinned coat makes a 
dog more comfortable in hot weather. 
This is folly. In ways we can’t see, 
a dog’s system prepares itself for hot 
weather. Nobody ever chased dogs 
around with clippers when they 
were in their wild state! Clipping a 
dog’s coat exposes him that much 
more to insects, parasites, and disease. 

Still another thing—the shortened, 
prickly hairs stick into and bother 
the dog every [ Turn to page 134

time he moves. The dog scratches 
desperately, breaks the skin—and a 
skin ailment goes to work! So save 
that two-dollar clipping fee next 
summer or spend the money for 
something worthwhile. 

Grooming also takes in nail clip- 
ping. Few dog owners give a thought 
to this urgent need. If a dog’s nails 
can be heard when he runs across a 
linoleum or wood floor, they’re too 
long.

up lawns and gardens of the town, 
but he’s usually a carrier of fleas, 
lice, and ticks. Health authorities, 
professional dog breeders, and vet- 
erinarians agree that if the roving- 
dog problem can be licked, rabies 
will cease to exist! 

In dealing with dog ailments, 
don’t be an alarmist. Don’t start 
running in circles if your dog vomits, 
coughs, or looks cockeyed. Dogs are 
pretty rugged animals on the whole 
—and 9 times out of 10, they can, 
with a little help from Nature, come 
up with cures of their own for simple, 
everyday ills. A dog is one animal 
that doesn’t need coddling. Not by 
a long shot.

In addition, a urinalysis checks on 
possible kidney or bladder diseases, 
the urethroscope probes into the 
urethra (which leads to the bladder). 

Yes, veterinary practice and equip- 
ment of modern dog hospitals are 
comparable to what humans find in 
their own clinics or hospitals.

Everyone lent a hand to the painting and a voice to 
the planning. A friend of the family volunteered to take 
Elmo’s place at putting up paneling and building furni- 
ture. Another donated three original water colors for 
the living room. The landscaping, Mrs. Keithly—Jean’s 
mother—agreed to do. And Jean herself applied a fash- 
ion-expert’s knowledge of color and fabric to the deco- 


































rating. 

A roomy, raftered living room was Jean’s first require- 
ment, and she got it in spite of her small house. To pre- 
serve its spaciousness, she has used a minimum of furni- 
ture, carefully placed to avoid looking barren.

Most of the lamps were made on the spot, too: Dra- 
pery-pole bases by the sofa, spooled lamp on the bedside 
table, rope-wrapped cylinders in the basement, and red 
felt-covered cylinders on the porch.

Last summer’s accounting re- 
vealed that the 169 National Park 
areas had struggled thru the biggest 
guest list in their history. In Rocky 
Mountain National Park, for ex- 
ample, it was almost 20 percent 
larger than in the previous record 
year of 1941. 

Last winter’s traveler experienced 
the worst hotel shortage in history, 
with accommodations in big cities 
tighter even than during the war. 
As early as last November many 
southern resorts already were booked 
to capacity thru January. 

Why bring this up? Because it is a 
good guess that the rush will con- 
tinue, if not increase, this summer. 
Certain St. Lawrence cruises were 
reported sold out for the more pop- 
ular summer dates as early as last 
December. Most desirable resorts 
expect to have standing room only 
as early as June 1. 


So ONCE more the familiar warn- 
ing is being repeated. Vacation 
plans are fine. But action is much 
more to the point. First of all, take 
your 1947 vacation either as early 
or as late as possible. Hundreds of 
resorts, which formerly boarded up 
the windows by Labor Day, found 
it profitable to remain open into 
October last fall. Hundreds more 
will undoubtedly reopen earlier than 
usual this spring. 

Second, see your transportation 
company or travel agent now. Write 
now for maps, folders, prices. And 
make those reservations just as 
quickly as you can make up your 
mind. If the predictions prove un- 
founded, you will be just that much 
ahead anyway. A trip in hand is 
worth two on the map. And if they 
don’t, you may be saving yourself and 
your family a major disappointment. 








The latest advice to 
all motorists from 
the Mexican Govern- 
ment Tourist Bureau 
is this: don’t leave 
home without a last- 
minute checkup on road conditions 
with your AAA or one of the oil 
company travel bureaus. This is 
excellent advice for 1947 motorists 
anywhere.

SASH BALANCE 
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How to Clean 
a Clogéed Drain 


By C. C. Hermann 


CLEANING a clogged sink drain 
requires no experience as a plumb- 
er’s apprentice—if you apply your 
energy to the task at hand instead 
of diverting it to a torrent of bitter 
thoughts. Here are four simple 
methods of removing that clog; if 
none of them works, you’d better 
call a plumber. 


Most minor clogging of drains 
can be cleared by working a plunger, 


the handy “‘plumber’s friend,” up 
and down over the drain.

Should the plunger fail to break 
up the clog, try forcing it thru with 
water pressure. Attach a short piece 
of hose to the hot-water faucet, 
placing the other end in the drain- 
pipe and sealing the opening with a 
cloth. Then turn on hot water full 
force to open the drain.

If this fails, fold a wire like a hair- 
pin, remove drain screen, and insert 
wire in the pipe. Push it down as 
far as it will go and twist it at the 
same time. This often works if the 
clog is solidified lint, fat, or dust. 


Final alternative is to remove the 
drainplug at the bottom of the trap 
(see arrow). Place a bucket beneath 
the trap to catch sludge, and re- 
move the plug carefully with an ad- 
justable wrench, not a pipe wrench. 
Watch for excessive spring so you 
can halt pressure before breaking 
something; the plug may be very 
tight. When plug is removed, pick 
out clog with a piece of wire.

The glass wall in the living room 
doesn’t open.

Starting Right 


By Ann Usher 


‘ ) YOU'RE going to have a baby—the doctor has 
confirmed it at last? Lucky you! And now your most 
important job is to care for yourself so that baby and 
you will be strong and healthy. 

Even before making a positive diagnosis, your doc- 
tor advised you regarding your diet, necessary rest, 
and a moderate amount of exercise. 

Ohbbh... 
tho you believe you are a prospective mother? Please 
do not delay any longer. You have so much to gain 


by putting yourself under professional supervision 


you have not consulted a doctor, even 


early in pregnancy. 

Why is prenatal care so important? Some will argue 
that having a baby is a perfectly natural function for 
a woman; that Grandmother had 10 or 12 children 
all without doctor’s care. But a study of the facts will 
show that many times Grandma lost half of her babies 
either at birth or in their first year. Others were given 
such poor starts in life they were casualties before 


reaching young man- or womanhood. Their lack of 


physical stamina made them prey to children’s dis- 
eases, tuberculosis, rheumatic fever, and so forth. 


. 
SINCE Grandmother’s time medical research has 
learned many things of importance to mother and 
baby-to-be. Women of today, who have the findings 
of years of research available, should utilize fully 
these discoveries. 

Your physician will give you a thoro physical ex- 
amination in the initial stages of your pregnancy. 

He will note your pelvic measurements—to learn 
just how much room baby is going to have for passage. 

He will want a regular check of your blood pres- 
sure, urine, and weight gain. And an early blood test 


is advisable. It will reveal any condition requiring 
treatment or observation. 

Most women are healthy and sail thru the nine 
months of pregnancy cheerfully and with a minimum 
of discomfort. However, the knowledge that you are 
in good hands is an undeniable aid. 

So give your doctor a chance to furnish you the best 
of prenatal care. Make a date to see him as soon as 
possible. Good nutrition is the most important thing 
you can contribute to your developing baby. Other 
precautions, such as sufficient rest, warm, comfortable 
clothing, and reasonable exercise, are aimed primarily 
at your own well-being. Baby at this stage will rest, 
keep warm, and exercise regardless of whether or not 
you do. But he must depend on you for nourishment. 


Waar you eat now has a tremendous influence on 
his whole future! Good diet for mothers has cut down 
the number of premature and still births and has 
lessened disease and death after birth in babies born 
at full term. It is thought that the mother’s diet can 
affect the actual formation of the baby. 

Your daily diet should contain: 
1 quart milk and a serving of cheese 
phosphorus, and vitamins. 
>» 1 egg—for phosphorus, iron, protein, vitamins. 
p> 1 serving of lean meat, especially liver; fresh fish, 
oysters, and sea food (except lobster or crab)—for 
proteins and minerals. 
p> 2leafandstemvegetables (such as celery, asparagus, 
broccoli, kale, lettuce, watercress)—for iron and im- 
portant vitamins. 
p> 1 cooked and 1 raw vegetable (canned, frozen, or

> 2 servings Vitamin C fruits: or- 
anges, lemons, grapefruit, pineapple. 
Tomatoes and raw cabbage are veg- 
etables which provide Vitamin C. 
> 1 serving whole grain or enriched 
cereal—and 3 slices buttered, whole 
wheat or enriched bread—for car- 
bohydrates and Vitamin B. 

> 1 teaspoon fish-liver oil—for Vita- 
min D. 

Some things should be avoided: 
Fried or fatty foods; pastries and too 
many sweets; hot breads; condi- 
ments, highly seasoned foods; too 
much salt. 

An occasional cocktail may be 
permitted. However, it is well not 
to drink anything alcoholic at all. 
Alcoholic beverages add an un- 
necessary strain to already bur- 
dened kidneys. 

Try to cut down as much as pos- 
sible on smoking. 


In ADDITION to good diet, rest, 
sleep, and moderate exercise, the 
expectant mother should emphasize: 
@ Cleanliness—regular cleansing of 
the hair and daily lukewarm, soapy 
bath. The bath keeps the pores open 
for needed elimination. 

@ Plenty of fluids—6 or 8 glasses of 
water daily in addition to your 
quart of milk. This aids the kidneys 
in eliminating waste. 

@ Sunshine and fresh air. Bask in the 
sun whenever possible, stay out- 
doors during the day for long 
periods, and be sure your room has 
plenty of air at night. 

@ Daily bowel elimination. If any 
difficulty develops, eat large quan- 
tities of leaf and stem vegetables and 
fruits; have a coarse laxative cereal 
for breakfast—with figs, dates, 
stewed fruit, or prunes. Use a small 
amount of mineral oil in your salad 
dressing. Mineral oil is a lubricant 
rather than a laxative. Do not use 
it except to correct a bowel condi- 
tion, as mineral oil is believed to 
prevent the absorption of vitamins 
by the body. 

@ Dental care. Have your dentist ex- 
amine your teeth. He will fill any 
that need filling and thus help pre- 
serve your teeth thruout the period 
of pregnancy. 

@ Loose clothing whose weight 
hangs from the shoulders. No tight 
belts or uncomfortable binding. 
Present-day maternity clothes are 
youthful and attractive, and invest- 
ing in several outfits will boost your 
morale. 

Consult your doctor regarding 
care of the breasts in preparation for 
nursing and ask his advice on sexual 
relations. 

Report to your doctor at once any 
unusual symptoms. 


Ir IS well to keep busy—if you get 
your rest during the day and if your 
regular work does not involve any 
undue exertion. The fun of getting 
Baby’s things ready will occupy 
much of your time, and you will 
want to have relaxing pleasure such 
as visiting friends, attending the 
theater, or entertaining at home. 

With these points in mind and 
your doctor’s advice to guide you, 
you are off to a good start on your 
great adventure.

wall thickness. The thickness of a 
heavy masonry wall, for example, is 
apparent only at door and window 
openings. If windows are set too far 
forward, the wall might as well be of 
fiberboard, for all the effect of bulk 
and sturdiness you get. In ignoring 
the reveal, a good deal of modern 
work achieves that distinguished 
flimsy look. Of course, if your walls 
are fiberboard, never mind the re- 
veal. Just conceal. 


Now let’s examine window types. 
The earliest window that we would 
call a window was a fixed piece of 
oiled skin, later glass. The fixed win- 
dow has survived in a variety of 
forms—factory sash, store display 
windows, and picture windows. The 
latter should be considered just that, 
a picture. A picture window should 
be placed so the view decorates the 
room. Make sure the view is worth 
being a picture, remembering that 
scenic value and pictorial value are 
not the same thing. A view over the 
sea may be breathtaking, scenically. 
But as a picture, it may be nothing 
but a horizontal line separating two 
shades of blue. Remember also that 
a picture as vivid as one seen thru a 
picture window dominates a room. 
See that it does not nullify some 
other center of interest, such as a 
fireplace. 


AFTER the fixed window came 
one that would open—the casement, 
which swings like a door. If it swings 
outward, you have trouble with your 
shutters and screens. If it swings in, 
you have trouble with curtains and 
draperies. Generally, the out-swing- 
ing casement works best. It is easier 











to keep raintight and dustproof. 
Several ingenious thru-screen and 
thru-sash operating devices have 
been invented to overcome the 
screen and shutter difficulty. And 
there are screens which roll up like 
window shades. 

The most important functional 
advantage of the casement window is 
that it permits total opening—a 
valuable asset when you really want 
some air.

in a horizontal position. Their use is 
generally limited to transoms and 
basement windows. Since they re- 
quire devices to keep them open, 
they offer little advantage except 
the horizontal shape, which is only 
occasionally a virtue. Your architect 


| can tell you where, if at all, you 


should use them. 

[f you want a window which opens 
but swings neither in nor out, so 
you'll have no trouble with shutters, 


| screens, shades, curtains, or draper- 


ies, then the double-hung sash is for 
you. This is the familiar two-section 
up-and-down type; its invention has 
been credited to everyone from 
Thomas Jefferson to Don Ameche. 












































| The double-hung sash has two sec- 


tions, each counterbalanced, set in 


| a grooved frame so each section can 


slide past the other. It is easy to 
keep watertight and windproof. It 


| can be set in series just as well as

sill and slide on polished metal 
“glides.” Since no weights or hinges 
are required, sash can be easily re- 
moved for cleaning, for reglazing, 
and for 100 percent ventilation when 
desired. This type of sash can also 
be made in larger sizes than pre- 
viously allowable in  counterbal- 
anced or hinged windows. 


Tue trend toward large glass 
areas represents a significant part of 
the new approach to home design. 
While walls of glass can hardly be 
termed windows, they raise similar 
problems. In the first place, a wall of 
glass creates a visual unity of indoors 
and outdoors, a unity which enriches 
the home in all seasons. It means, 
however, that the whole decorative 
scheme is conditioned by the view. 
Unless that view is worthwhile, no 
decorative success can be expected. 
The interior scheme must be care- 
fully developed in any case; granted 
even the best of views, that view will 
change with the changing seasons. 
The interior must conform to each 
change—no easy trick, and one that 
fails frequently. 

Another consideration which af- 
fects all windows, and walls-of-glass 
particularly, is heat loss. Thru large 
areas of glass you can lose enough 
heat to keep your oil tank, coal bin, 
and bank account empty. You can 
control heat loss by using really 
heavy plate glass or double layers of 
glass with a dehydrated air space 
between for insulation. The dehy- 
dration causes a partial vacuum, 
making the insulation even more 
effective. ‘ 


Tue most economical measure to 
take in new construction is installa- 
tion of radiant heating. Radiant 
heat is not lost thru glass as readily 
as convected heat, thus saving fuel 
and money. Of course, there is more 
to a beautiful home than the figures 
on the fuel bill; you may decide 
your wall-of-glass is worth an extra 
notch on the thermostat: 

Coming back to windows, a few 
words about materials. Frames are 
made of wood, steel, aluminum, or 
bronze, in approximately that order. 
Some of the light alloys of mag- 
nesium are being tried. Wood and 
steel require periodic painting, while 
the other metals need only be 
cleaned, but the difference in main- 
tenance expense is made up in first 
cost. So the choice should be made 
from a standpoint of beauty rather 
than one of strict practicality. Let 
your architect’s design govern. 


Your architect will probably 
specify stock windows, available 
under several good manufacturers’ 
names. Years ago, when an archi- 
tect felt his design required a certain 
style of window, he had them cus- 
tom-built. Now, the range of styles 
and sizes in stock windows is so great 
that only in rare instances does a 
window have to be made to order. 
The resulting economy is consider- 
able. There is also quicker delivery, 
easier parts replacement, and all the 
other benefits of mass production. 

A final word of caution: Give 
pienty of time, thought, and care to 
windows for the new home you are 
planning or the old one you are re 
modeling. As eyes are the windows 
of the soul, windows are the eyes of 
your home. Look deeply into them.

In 1946 clothing cost the D’s 
about $200, altho they didn’t do 
more than replace worn-out apparel. 
High prices have cut the family’s 
entertainment to one neighborhood 
movie a week, a couple of football 
games a year, and occasional invi- 
tations to friends for an evening. 
“Even the latter,’ Mrs. D points 
out, “are pretty costly with these 
high prices for food and drinks.” 
Mr. D sometimes gets a night out 
for poker, but says he can’t afford 
to lose more than $3. 

Mr. D had two boosts in salary 
in 1946. ‘“These increases,” Mr. D 
says, “are only partially enabling us 
to maintain our prewar standard of 
living.” 

The D’s have a small bank ac- 
count; it was never higher than $300. 
““We’re not going in the hole, but 
are having a tough time keeping our 
heads above water,” says Mr. D. 
For example, he doesn’t get his hair 
cut as often as he used to. Mrs. D 
says she’s almost forgotten what it’s 
like inside a beauty parlor. 


Mr. Hi lives well 
on $10,000 salary, 
but now can’t save 

a cent 


Cuicaco—Mr. H, $10,000-a- 


year executive of a medium-sized 
manufacturing company, is earning 
40 percent more than in 1940. 

Yet, Mr. H feels that he has a hole 
in his pocket. 

**T didn’t save a cent during 1946. 
The bank account is still between 
$1,000 and $1,500. I haven’t bought 
a share of stock or a bond in the past 
12 months, let alone furniture.” 

In 1942, Mr. H bought a $12,000 
house on which he will pay for 17 
more years. The next three years 
saw him increase his security hold- 
ings from $5,000 to $12,000 (more 
than half in government bonds). 

There has been no increase in his 
salary for two years. Mr. H is insured 
for $45,000. The $1,200 a year he 
pays in premiums should be classi- 
fied as savings. The payments seem 
like just another bill. Federal income 
taxes take $1,900, outweighing the 
$360 income from securities. 

The H’s occasionally try a budget 
but never stick to it. 

“Our biggest outlay is for gro- 
ceries,” Mr. H says. “‘Before the war 
we struggled unsuccessfully to keep 
the weekly bill under $20. Now it is 
seldom less than $37 for our family 
of three.” 

The H’s never try to scrimp on 
food, however. Little Mary has the 
juice of six oranges at breakfast every 
morning.

Mr. H cut corners last summer by 
doing an interior redecorating job 
himself. 

He bought four suits in 1946, at an 
average of $75. Five years ago he 
had never bought a suit over $35. 
A couple of pairs of shoes, $13.50 
each, an $80 overcoat and shirts, 
ties, and accessories brought Mr. 
H’s clothing bill to around $400. 

His wife’s bill is higher, even tho 
Mrs. H buys “bargain” dresses for 
$29.95. A $175 cloth coat, four or 
five pairs of shoes and other neces- 
sities jump her outlay to $500. It 
takes $300 to keep 6-year-old Mary 
in clothes. 

Mr. and Mrs. H entertain a lot. 
This, plus shows and evenings out 
costs $75 per month. Christmas took 
nearly $300 out of the H’s bank ac- 
count. Mary got, among other 
things, a $35 electric train. Christ- 
mas party for friends ran $100. Mr. 
H gives his church $250 a year, 
charities of all kinds, $600 in 1946. 

Monthly country club dues have 
gone from $20 to $30. With other 
“incidentals,” that brings Mr. H’s 
club average to $65 a month. Mrs. 
H-gets along without a maid by 
having a woman come in one day a 
week. 

The wants of the H’s have in- 
creased, but they’ve done little about 
satisfying them.

city in Indiana. Today Chrysler 
owns the old Maxwell site, has 28 
buildings where Maxwell had one. 
Today one out of four cars in Ameri- 
ca rolls with parts made in Newcas- 
tle. 

Like most all American cities, 
Newcastle grew upon the frame- 
work of a country town. Streets laid 
out for buckboards became filled 
with autos; neighborhood cow pas- 
tures where kids played ball gave 
way to houses; air that had smelled 
clean and sharp thickened with 
smoke. 

Bromo Seltzer came, too, and 
aspirin, and Tums. By 1940 there 
were fewer music and art teachers in 
the Newcastle schools than there 
were in 1904, Divorce was up; gin 
drinking was up. 

I listened to the talk of the town. 

“George almost got hit by a bus 
on his way to school this morning.” 

‘“‘We’re moving; since the drive- 
ins came, the whole neighborhood is 
going down.” ; 

“If you think your taxes are high, 
listen...” 

Is this another wave of the fu- 
ture ... must it go on and on 
and on? 


To SCOTT CHAMBERS, general 
manager of the Newcastle Courier- 
Times, the answer has always been 
a quick no. In the spring of 1942 he 
and clothing merchant Cliff Payne 
began to harry the chamber of com- 
merce. The chamber held a week- 
long civic clinic and got people like 
the Brandons out, asked them what 
they wanted of their town. 

What they wanted was not wider 
streets and larger parks and greater 
airports, but a little of the order and 
beauty that Ashael Woodward had 
found in the wilderness. 

One day, a year and a half later, 
Maurice Early wrote in his Indiana- 
polis Star column, “Newcastle is 
leading the way for American small 
cities to cure, as far as possible, their 
physical, social, and spirtual ills. .

son to make a master plan for New- 
castle. Newcastle believes that the 
$15,000 is a cheap price, for it will 
assume the lasting value of public 
and private improvements for which 
the people of the town spend millions 
of dollars every few years.” 


Y 
FINNISH-born Eliel Saarinen, 
now 73, and his son-in-law, Robert 
Swanson, designed the League of 
Nations Palace in Geneva, the 
Kleinhaus Music Hall in Buffalo, 
the Cranbrook Academy of Art near 
Detroit, the new Smithsonian Gal- 
lery of Art to be built in Washing- 
ton. 

Unlike some city planners, Saar- 
inen and Swanson do not junk every- 
thing that’s obsolete and start afresh. 
... They start with the old com- 
munity. They studied Newcastle, 
its people, its industries, its markets 
—all the things known to bear on its 
future growth. And then they blue- 
print it as the Brandons in their 
dreams of a more quiet and peaceful 
life would like their town to be. 

As Newcastle grows, the new 
areas, instead of going up higgledy- 
piggledy, will be guided by the 
over-all plan—like when you build a 
house. Instead of turning each car- 
penter, plumber, and_ bricklayer 
loose on his own, you guide them 
with the architect’s plan. It costs 
nothing extra, once you have the 
plan. And it keeps the bathtub out 
of the living room—the highway 
away from the school grounds. 


ie 
Eiacu of the new neighborhoods 
designed by Saarinen and Swanson 
will be a small community of 5,000, 
isolated and protected by a sur- 
rounding greenbelt. Each has its 
grade school and shopping center— 
grocery, bakery, drugstore, barber 
shop, branch library, playground, 
tennis courts, perhaps a theater and 
a community building—all within 
walking distance. No one has to 
cross a busy street to get to them. All 
fast traffic flows around the green- 
belt. Neighborhood streets are used 
only by those who live there, not by 
people who want only to get some- 
where else. Barbara Brandon doesn't 
have to worry about Dougie. And 
Skeet has only to drive over to the 
traffic artery outside the greenbelt 
for a speedy zip downtown. 

In the neighborhood shopping 
center there are no cars on Main 
Street. There is no Main Street. In- 
stead, there is now a small green 
where the children can play while 
Barbara shops, and benches where 
you can sit, cool in the shade of the 
big trees. Off the street, behind the 
stores, there is lots of parking space. 
And that’s a saving. Streets heavy 
enough to stand up under the pound- 
ing of 10-ton trucks always were too 
expensive to use as parking space. 

And there is no premature blight 
to drive people out. Once this self- 
contained neighborhood is built up 
to the edges of its own greenbelt, no 
business trying to slip out from down- 
town can edge its way in. The irregu- 
lar pattern of streets discourages traf- 
fic; the streets are too narrow for any- 
thing but residential use; the popu- 
lation in the neighborhood is too 
small to support a large downtown 
business. Result: stable neighbor- 
hoods, stable property values, more 
uniform tax burden, no outspread-

Newcastle’s growing population 
will not infiltrate into established 
neighborhoods. Instead, there’ll be 
new ones, each protected by its own 
greenbelt, each self-contained. Four 
of these neighborhood sections are 
planned around their own business 
centers. 


Ir WILL cost Skeet and Barbara 
Brandon no more for a building lot 
in one of these planned neighbor- 
hoods than in unplanned ones with 
the old gridiron style of street lay- 
out. It’s not raw land that makes 
building sites come high. Unde- 
veloped land at $400 an acre costs 
only one cent a square foot; but the 
streets and other utilities on that 
land cost, at prewar prices, roughly 
20 times more. And of all the lay- 
outs, the gridiron is the most expen- 
sive; it demands up to a fourth more 
pavement. Against that, the area 
left in protective greenbelts adds less 
than 5 percent to the cost of the de- 
veloped land. 

Now all this is fine for future de- 
velopments; but.what of Newcastle 
in the meantime? 


Jusr this. In the downtown sec- 
tion, as the older areas grow blighted, 
new growth, instead of being allowed 
to creep glacierlike out into the resi- 
dential area, is being turned back 
upon the old. The old areas are 
cleaned out like decay from a tooth, 
and the new city is built there to the 
specifications of the Saarinen-Swan- 
son vision. It’s a long-time program. 
It’s not spectacular. It may take 50 
years. Maybe more. But it’s possible 
because it is sound, because it re- 
spects existing property values, be- 
cause it wastes nothing. 

Slowly it cleans out the infection. 
Slowly it corrects the mistakes of the 
past and builds the satisfying New- 
castle envisioned by Saarinen and 
Swanson, Scott Chambers and his 
fellow members of the plan commis- 
sion, and folks like the Brandons who 
are back of the whole program. 

The state highways skirt wide 
around the town, instead of rolling 
smack thru it. They’re shaded by 
trees instead of hot dog wagons and 
billboards peeling in the wind. 
There’s a turnoff. It takes us directly 
into landscaped parking areas sur- 
rounding the business section. We 
can park within a short walking dis- 
tance of any building. This is a note- 
worthy saving of brakes, gas, and 
pedestrians. Let’s park and walk. 


In PLACE of the old streets where 
we stepped lively or never again, we 
now stroll on wide walks and across 
stretches of lawn. Here at what was 
the old crossing of Broad and Main 
we can relax in a small garden. It is 
as peaceful as old Mackinac Island 
or as Bermuda before the cars came. 
The hustle, the tension, the un- 
ending disorder are gone. Tho the 
buildings are not all alike, none 
shuts out light and air from its neigh- 
bors, none is architecturally incom- 
patible.

In the end you have a town fit to 
live in. You stabilize values, ease 
taxes, aid business. You bring a 
beauty and quiet order to replace 
sudden death and phenobarbital. 


GRANTING that it is a lovely 
plan, what are Newcastle’s chances 
of success with it in Skeet Brandon’s 
lifetime or in Dougie ‘Brandon’s? 
What good have master plans ever 
been except to fill pigeonholes and 
gather dust? 

Few people have had a chance to 
understand this Saarinen-Swanson 
kind of planning, which begins with 
kids and quiet shady streets and a 
short walk down across the creek to 
the barber shop or grocery on a 
Saturday morning. 

Few have ever been offered it. 

Most plans have been offered as 
grandiose schemes to build public 
parks or clear slums. Or to plant 
grass on the river front or build great 
concrete coliseums for conventions 
and roller-skating marathons. 

There is none of that in New- 
castle. There folks talk of sewers and 
two feet of water in basements in the 
whole southeast end of town. They 
talk of the farmer who came in to 
shop and got a ticket for 10 minutes 
overtime parking and is so mad he 
swears he’ll never buy so much as a 
bar of soap in Newcastle again. 
They talk of smoke and curtains you 
can’t keep clean, and of sunlight and 
air and no more houses so close to- 
gether you can’t lay a driveway. 


Nor much is said about the vision 
of Newcastle 50 years from now. A 
lot of people think it is a boobyhatch 
dream. It’s there, guiding the plan 
commission, but instead of talking it, 
they plug along at what can be done 
now. They’re ready with a new 
sewer system to be built whenever 
materials are available. They’re 
working with the new county plan 
commission to curb the bloodsucking 
growth just outside of town. They’ve 
worked out the highway rerouting 
plan with the state highway engi- 
neers, and traffic arteries which per- 
mit workmen from any part of the 
county to go directly to Newcastle 
factories without driving thru town. 
Things like that. 

These are the things in people’s 
lives, the things they understand. 
As long as the commission keeps its 
eyes and its mouth on them, there’s 
still a chance that Dougie Brandon 
will have a better town to live in 
than his father and mother had.

with the mechanism? What would 
happen if a pipe should burst in the 
floor?” I asked, thinking there must 
be some flaw in the system. 

“No. From the day the experts 
adjusted it, I haven’t had a minute’s 
worry. I just set the thermostat up 
when the weather turns cold, and 
turn it off in the spring. If I go away 
during the winter, I can draw off the 
water in the system by opening a 
tap.” 

Mr. Cirino scoffed at the idea of a 
leak in the floor causing damage. 
“The pipes are encased in concrete, 
and concrete is waterproof. Of 
course, if there should be a water 
block, it might mean a rip-up job. 
But there’s so little possibility that I 
never give it a thought.” 


I ASKED why the warm floors and 
walls don’t make mush outside 
around the foundation. He ex- 
plained that well-insulated walls, 
which are of typical thickness, with 
4-inch studs, keep heat from. es- 
caping. 

I asked him how the cost of in- 
stallation compared with that of a 
conventionai system. Philip D. 
Creer, the architect, presented fig- 
ures for both systems when plans 
were drawn up. Radiant heating 
cost $167 more. Fuel-oil consump- 
tion from November to April, how- 
ever, averages only 5 gallons a day, 
an annual cost of under $70. Mr. 
Cirino, a bachelor, admits the cost 
might run higher in a house of the 
same size where there are children 
and greater heat requirements. 

He did admit that it takes about 
three hours to heat up the house, 
against the half hour required by 
radiators. But to him, the time lapse 
is offset by the fact that the concrete 
floor acts on the principle of a fire- 
less cooker, and retains heat long 
after the thermostat is turned off. 


“ce 

Does a big piece of furniture like 
that sofa make a cold spot by muff- 
ling the heat?” 

“Certainly not,” he replied. ““The 
air is warm all around it. Even a rug 
doesn’t make any difference.” But 
then, when I’d given up all hope, 
came a criticism. “‘I can feel a cer- 
tain chill around the big window 
spans where there are no storm 
sash. But,” he added quickly, 
“storm sash would correct that. If 
I were building the house over 
again, it would have insulated glass. 
I'd even suggest that the heating 
engineer frame the windows with a 
pipe line. Then the heating system 
would be perfect. 

With that I left him and faced 
the chilling wind, wishing that 
someone could radiantly heat the 
whole state of Rhode Island.

Plant raspberries 3 feet apart. Stake or tie plants to supporting 
wires.

Set out ranunculus and anemones from pots in mid-March, ciner- 
arias in late March. Start tuberous begonia tubers in flats half-filled 
with sand and peat. Don’t overwater, lest the tubers rot. 

Make chrysanthemum cuttings late this month by cutting off stocky 
young shoots at the base of the plants. Start the cuttings in sand. 
Transplant to a rich soil outdoors as soon as roots appear. 

Plant asparagus in rows 15 inches apart in a rich, sandy soil. Cover 
the roots with 3 inches of soil. Keep the plants well watered. 
Spray or dust roses, 3 times at 3-week intervals. Finish any pruning 
not completed last month. Roses bloom 60 to 75 days after pruning.

Remove mulches from perennials when the new shoots start to 
show. If you mulched with leaves, manure, or old straw, spade in as 
much as possible. 
Spread a 2-inch layer of compost or leaves before spading the gar- 
den. In addition, apply a commercial plant food to supply the nitro- 
gen needed to break down this organic matter. 
Spray peonies with Bordeaux as soon as the red sprouts appear. 
Phlox, chrysanthemums, hollyhocks, and delphiniums also need this 
early protection. Spray both the soil and the plants thoroly. 
Apply a dormant spray on warm days to lilacs, snowberry, euony- 
mus, pachysandra, apples, pears, crabapples, elms, and poplars. 
The usual 1 to 15 dilution of dormant oil will kill the scale without 
injuring the trees. Flowering cherries infested with San Jose scale 
should receive a spray no stronger than 1 to 20 and should not be 
sprayed until the buds start to swell. Cautzon: Cover rhododendrons, 
azaleas, and all evergreens before using an oil spray on nearby 
plants, or wet the evergreens thoroly with water before and after 
spraying. Spray can drift a considerable distance even in still air. 
Trim hedges to shape before growth starts. 
Tie up grapes’ canes with soft twine as soon as you complete prun- 
ing. Canes left to whip in the wind are readily damaged.

Prune fruit trees now. Since pruning delays start of fruiting, re- 
move as little as possible from young trees. 

Sow vegetable seeds and set out plants. To avoid disease, don’t 
plant tomatoes in the same spot each year. 

Plant a few pieces of carrot in the spot chosen for root crops. If 
there are any wireworms in the soil, they'll attack these carrots, and 
you'll be warned to use a chemical soil fumigant (see February, 
page 27). 

Plant magnolias now. Roots are active, and you'll have the most 
success in transplanting. 

Pinch back the shoots on fuchsias, repot the plants in new soil, and 
feed the plants. Disturb the ball of soil as little as possible. 

Divide chrysanthemums each year. Keep the shoots pinched back 
to 4 inches until the middle of July. 

Plant gladioli no later than March because thrip injury will be too 
severe unless you can spray the plants weekly.

Rocks should be massive enough to 
make it apparent that it was easier 
to build a garden around the rocks 
than to move them from the place 


Why Kock Gardens? 


SoMEWHERE in the early days 
of rock gardening the myth sprang 
up that rockeries were ideal solu- 
tions for any number of difficult 
landscape problems. ‘Probably 
nothing has ever caused as much 
trouble for homeowners as this quaint 
notion,” says James H. Bissland. 

Steep slopes long have been the 
special prey of rock-garden builders 
—but steep slopes seldom make good 
rock gardens because the soil is usu- 
ally thin and easily eroded. Rapid 
drainage creates a problem in the 
summer, and because the steep slope 
is hard to weed, inadequate care 
and heavy crops of weeds result. If 
you have a steep slope, peg sod down 
on it or plant it with root-as-they- 
grow vines and forget it as a rock- 
garden site. 


ANOTHER orphan in the world 
of small-lot landscaping is the long 
narrow strip between driveway and 
lot line. Whatever you do, don’t turn 
it into a rockery. Building a rock 
garden 2 feet wide and 50 feet long 
is ridiculous. Instead, buy some of 
the new upright barberry, a hedge 
of clipped taxus, or use a vine and 
fence combination. 

Odd-angle corners, also popular 
with rock-garden builders, should 
be filled instead with shrubs which 
screen their awkwardness. Rock 
gardens merely emphasize them. 


Avow model building. Rock 
gardens shouldn’t be scale models of 
ledges or outcroppings. Don’t use 
too much detail in the rock work— 
too many rocks, seams, crevices, 
shadows—or fussiness results. Fussi- 
ness concentrates attention on the 
rocks rather than on the plants. 
Convincing ledges are easy to 
build. Partially bury two or three 
thick, heavy slabs of rock, so that 
their flat surfaces tilt backward and 
downward. Set one slab above the 
other more or less in step fashion.

The finished result will give the im- 
pression of much more extensive 
rock formation, but there will be no 
fussy detail. . 


Keep all rock gardens incidental 
to the private parts of the outdoor 
home. Don’t thrust them upon the 
public by filling belts and front 
lawn slopes with rocks and plants. 
The majority of good rock-garden 
plants bloom about the same time in 
the spring. The magnificent displays 
usually associated with rock gardens 
cover a relatively short period. 
Plant for maximum spring beauty, 
then forget about flowers in the rock 
garden for the rest of the year. If 
the rock garden is properly sub- 
ordinated in the planting scheme, 
not much will be lost by making it a 
strictly one-season enterprise. 


(arden Furniture 


Marcu is a good time to get your 
garden furniture in order and to 
plan for new pieces. Repair broken 
or wiggly braces and legs. Smooth 
over rough edges that have been 
snagging clothing. Rustic types of 
furniture can be spliced without 
ruining their appearance. 

New posts can be put in where old 
ones are decayed. Paint the parts of 
legs that come in contact with the 
ground. Use copper naphthenate or 
a black asphalt paint to prevent 
quick decaying. All painted furni- 
ture should be washed, loose paint 
scraped off, and the wood repainted. 


Sim pce designs in garden furni- 
ture are best. Good, heavy, solid 
pieces look better than thin-legged 
flimsy pieces. Select benches and 
chairs made of posts at least 3 inches 
in diameter. 

Look for a log 15 to 18 inches in 
diameter and 3 to 4 feet long to use 
for a seat. It will lend itself to a 
natural setting and will last a long 
time. If you set it on two crosspieces 
(each 4 inches in diameter), the log 
will last even longer. Flatten cross- 
pieces so that the log doesn’t roll. 

Large stones also can be used for 
seats. And look for a flat stone with a 
naturally hollowed top to make an 
attractive birdbath. For informal 
gardens, these natural garden fix- 
tures are the most appropriate.

Have a Lawn {0 


By Frank James. as told to Rafe Gibbs 


An Expert on Golf Greens 









Tr ‘RFMAN Frank James, builder of fairways for a 
half century, counts in his list of 100 courses such de luxe 
golf layouts as the Women’s National on Long Island, 
Philade!phia’s Philmont Country Club, and Seattle’s 
Olympic Golf Club. His putting greens are something 
you want to pull over yourself and use as a blanket. 
No weed is too small or insignificant to attract James’ 
omnipresent pocketknife. If the weeds are dug early in 
new lawns, the grass will rush to the vacancy like an 


apartment seeker and move in, keeping out other weeds. 


Is YOUR lawn so spotty it looks 
as if it had the mange? Would you 
like it to be something a golfer would 
covet for a putting green? Yours can 
be as good a lawn as you want. Here 
are the tips I’ve found pay off in 
lawns to brag about—ankle-deep 
carpets, velvety green all summer: 


Mowing 

Start mowing when the grass gets 
2 inches high. Don’t let your grass get 
like the lumberjack who comes out of 
the woods in late spring to park him- 
self in a barber’s chair. Never cut 
lawns closer than 1% inches, and 
never let them get taller than 24% 
inches. Close shaves remove too 
much leaf surface, starving the 
plants. Letting your lawn have a 
long, shaggy mane makes the turf 
loose and open, and gives weeds a 
gold-plated invitation to come in. 

Let clippings fall where they may. 
They’ll add humus to the soil. Of 
course, if you slip up on a mowing 
and the grass gets too tall, you'll 
have to rake off the clippings to pre- 
vent matting and smothering. 


Feeding 

To keep a lawn in good shape, 
feed it generously. Get the plant 
food on as early as possible in the 
spring. Use two pounds of a 10-8-6 
plant food for each 100 square feet of 


lawn, or about four pounds of 4-12-4 
analysis. Lime is seldom needed. 


Rolling 


Most lawns need rolling early in 
the spring to push back the grass 
heaved out of the soil by alternate 
freezing and thawing of the soil. Use 
common horse sense in picking the 
time to roll the lawn. The soil should 
be neither too wet nor too dry. Moist 
is the word. If the soil is too wet, 
you'll pack it down like so much 
concrete. If it’s too dry and hard, 
you'll merely get exercise from the 
rolling. 


Weeding 

Lawn grasses are like the human 
body. If the body is healthy, it can 
throw off a lot of diseases. If grass is 
kept healthy by regular feeding and 
watering, few weeds can get started. 
And go after the weeds early. 

2,4-D weed-killer sprays can rid 
your lawn of most broad leaved 
weeds. We’re still looking for a 
chemical killer that can cope with 
crabgrass. But for dandelions and 
the like, 2,4-D is the magician. Spray 
old lawns any time the weeds ap- 
pear. 2,4-D kills slowly, so don’t be 
impatient (in the September Bei/er 
Homes & Gardens, page 132). Within 
a month the weeds will wither and 
disappear. Delay sprayings on new 
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Fells How Anyone Can 


brag About 


lawns until the plants are well es- 
tablished, or there will be some in- 
jury to the grass. 2,4-D kills white 
clover, also the bent grasses, so con- 
fine its use strictly to the weedy spots 
in lawns containing these plants. 
Properly used, there’s no danger to 
nearby plants unless you allow the 
fine, misty part of your spray to drift 
onto them, Hint: Wait for a calm day 
to do the spraying. 


Watering 

It’s easy to injure the lawn thru 
bad watering habits. If you’re 
rushed for time and can do only a 
halfway job, better skip the watering 
until tomorrow. Lawns should be 
thoroly soaked—or not wet at all. 
Soil wet down at least 4 inches sup- 
ports a heavy root growth deep 
enough to avoid sun heat that beats 
down on the soil. 


Reviving an old lawn 

Use a fork to break up the soil in 
the hard, bare spots. Work the soil 
into a fine mulch, then rake again, 
going deeply enough to ridge the soil 
slightly. If you can get some rich 
loam, top-dress both the prepared 
spots and the rest of the lawn. Top- 
dress lightly—never more than 4% 
inch deep. Now you are ready to 
reseed the bare spots. 


Choosing the seed 


For the home lawn, a mixture up 
to 75 percent Kentucky bluegrass, 
plus redtop and Chewing’s or red 
fescue makes a good turf. Get the 
best seed your pocketbook can af- 
ford. Lawns are a permanent thing. 


Making a new lawn 


You’ll need 6 inches of good top- 
soil if yours is to be a good lawn 
every year for years to come. It’s a 
crime the way good topsoil is buried 


when basements are excavated— 
and all because someone is too busy 
to see that the topsoil is put aside. 

Once the soil is prepared, seeding 
follows the regular procedure. Be 
certain that your mower is really 
sharp when you are making the first 
cuttings of a new seeding. Otherwise, 
you'll yank out the not yet well- 
anchored grass plants. And keep 
people from walking on the new 
turf. Give the young plants every 
chance to make a tight, weed-resist- 
ing sward before the weeds get 
started. 


Sowing seed 


There’s no better way for a small 
plot than to sow first in one direc- 
tion, then cross-sow at right angles. 
Sprinkle the soil lightly a few hours 
before sowing the seed. 

After sowing, rake lightly to get 
most of the seed:-worked into the top 
one-half inch of soil. Lean easy on 
that rake; you don’t want the seed 
sprouting in China. 

Roll once with a light roller to 
firm the soil around the seed. After 
rolling, water with a hand nozzle, 
keeping the spray fine. Hold the 
nozzle so that the water falls like 
rain. From here on, it’s a matter of 
discretion as to when to water. Bear 
in mind that the surface must be kept 
moist at all times—but not flooded. 


Licking the shade problem 


Sometimes a little judicious prun- 
ing of the trees will permit sunlight 
to filter thru to the lawn. Feed and 
water generously to help overcome 
the competition of nearby tree roots. 
Choosing the right varieties also 
helps produce a good lawn in shady 
places. Creeping fescue (red or Chew- 
ing’s), alone or in combination with 
rough-stalked meadow grass and 
redtop; makes a good shady lawn.

of a mixture of garden soil, peatmoss 
and builder’s sand. There is a ther- 
mostat to control the temperature, 
fastened to the cable.

I use two sash over the top. A 
dairy thermometer, costing about 
40 cents, is inserted in the soil, so I 
can keep tab on the temperature in- 
side the frame.

Filling in around roots 
with good topsoil. Pruning top judi- 
ciously. Leaving big saucer around 
base to hold water. Three guy wires 
to brace it, staked in ground and 
fastened to tree by curved rubber 
holders. Trunk wrapped with strips 
of burlap for protection against 
weather and borers. 

Donald went to work to dig holes 
in the vacant spots in our rose beds. 
I followed after, planting the roses. 

We dig a hole 18 inches across 
and a foot deep. The soil is loosened 
further in the bottom with the spade. 
I set the plant so the bud joint will 
be at least an inch below the surface 
of the ground after the plant has 
settled into its place. Tips of roots are 
pruned back and the canes are 
pruned to not more than 10 inches. 
With a big trowel, I pull the best 
topsoil back in and around the roots 
and make sure there is no air pocket 
under the crown. Then I fill in the 
rest with the spade. 

After the hole is about filled, I 
pour in mebbe half a bucket of 
water and then leave this to settle. 
Later, I come back and with a spade 
heap up soil around the canes about 
8 inches. This is pulled away after 
growth starts. 


March 29 We're taking narcissus 
blooms down to David at the hos- 
pital. He seems far more interested 


in them there than he was at home. 
Magnolias are on my mind. They 
are in bloom right now around here 





—and the best time to move one is 
when it is blooming. The kind grown 
around here is Magnolia soulangeana. 


This is a hybrid with pinkish blooms. 


March 31 New growth is appear- 
ing on the old roses. This means I 
got down on my sacred knees today, 
armed with big pruning shears and 
small lopping shears. Almost every 
hybrid tea and many of the poly- 
antha and floribunda types are 
killed back to the mulch line or even 
to the ground. So I have to whack 
?em back to live wood, wherever it 
is—it’s a terrible job of whacking. 
Now I clean up these whacked 
tops. Pick up any dead pieces found 
on the ground. Put in wheelbarrow. 
Take back and burn. This is sanita- 
tion. Blackspot lives over winter on 
these old canes and trimmed pieces.

Misunderstandings too frequently 
arise at property lines. What, for 
example, of all those overhanging 
branches and the fruit on them? 


Tue wood in the tree belongs to 
the man on whose land the trunk 
grows. Overhanging branches are a 
‘permissive nuisance.” Custom and 
the law permit you to cut those 
branches back to the property line, 
but if you injure the tree, you may 
be held liable for damage done. 

The fruit belongs to the man who 
owns the tree. Yet he is trespassing 
if he comes on your land to pick it 
without permission. 

While branches may be a per- 
missive nuisance, the eaves of a 
house or outbuilding projecting 
beyond property lines constitute a 
trespass and must be removed by 
the owner.

Occasionally common law must 
be newly construed by the courts.

a lavatory, you can provide the 
space (within the 1,500-square-foot 
limit, of course) and install necessary 
supply lines. 

You must give assurance that the 
home will be occupied the year 
around. As for repairs and re- 
modeling, the old limit of $400 
without a permit remains in effect 
as this is written. Permits will be 
issued to veterans who wish to make 
alterations or repairs costing up to 
$10,000, and to any person wishing 
to rebuild or repair a house damaged 
by fire, flood, tornado, or other 
disaster. For alterations to provide 
additional space for veterans or 
members of the applicant’s im- 
mediate family, permits will be 
issued allowing a cost not exceeding 
$1,500 for each person additionally 
housed. 

These new regulations are a step 
in the right direction. As we said in 
January, we feel that removal of all 
controls would give the building in- 
dustry the best possible chance to 
build new homes in sufficient quanti- 
ty to end the housing crisis. 

But at any rate, you can now be 
assured that you can proceed when- 
ever you wish to convert your build- 
ing dreams into reality.

Last summer Newsweek magazine 
reported the results in a typical 
town, Perry, population 2,500. The 
Sorosis Club and the garden club 
planted trees, shrubs, gardens. The 
Methodists and Baptists landscaped 
their grounds. When Perry’s famous 
son, General Courtney Hodges, 
came home, the town raised a clean- 
up fund in his honor, set up the 
Perry Civic League, bought prop- 
erty for a recreation building and 
swimming pool, started a modern 
courthouse and a community cen- 
ter, new stores, and factories. 


Co ier never professed to any- 
one that he was a “do-gooder,” a 
social uplifter, a man with a message. 
To him building better towns to live 
in is simply good business, for himself 
and everybody. He intends to get 
his company’s $250,000 a year back 
many times over. 

Out on the edge of our town there 
is a factory that looks more like a 
modern art museum than a tire 
plant. It is as gracefully propor- 
tioned as a Greek temple. But the 
thing that sets it off is the sweep of 
landscaping between it and the 
highway; that and the tall poplars 
around the parking lot. Does it pay? 
*‘T don’t know,” says the plant man- 
ager; “but our people are a bit 
prouder and more satisfied to work 
here.” 


Mayer you’re not big business. 
You just belong to a church, to 
Kiwanis, or to Rotary. Or maybe to 
Parent-Teachers. And maybe you 
know where there is a vacant lot. 
That’s enough. That’s what started 
it off in Jefferson City, Missouri, 
before the war. A service club got 
together $150 and opened a play- 
ground half the day. The idea 
caught. Two large manufacturers 
kicked in substantially so that the 
plan could be extended to adults. 
Schools opened their gyms, their 
libraries, their manual training 
shops. A shoe factory gave scrap for 
leather-tooling classes. The park 
board bought two new parks, built 
benches, tables, and fireplaces for 
their old ones. Today that one play- 
ground open half a day has mush- 
roomed into eight recreation centers 
open all the day, plus plans for two 
new swimming pools, two more new 
parks, and a development program 
that over the years will cost 2 million 
dollars—because the citizens of 
Jefferson City have found that it 
makes their town a lot better place 
to live in.

I stopped to ask our park 
superintendent about you. “‘We wel- 
come them,” he said. “‘Let the gar- 
den club ladies take over one of our 
park gardens and make something 
of it.

We need 
them.”

way across the country to see them. 
. . In the thirties the Nashville Iris 
Association asked its members for 
iris cuttings to be distributed free to 
anyone in Nashville who would 
agree to plant them. Before they 
were thru, some 40 truckloads had 
been passed out—some 15 million 
cuttings. In one park you come upon 
a full 20 acres of bloom. On River- 
side Drive, a divided, beautifully 
shaded highway with two borders of 
iris down the parkway between. 


How different it and such roads as 
Connecticut’s landscaped Merritt 
Parkway are from the shambles of 
signs between your town and mine. 
No highway in the country is more 
historic than U. S. Route f. It was 
blazed as a trail in early colonial 
times. Stages ran regularly on it 
between Philadelphia and New York 
after 1732. Washington traveled it 
in war and peace. It passes most of 
the battlefields of the Revolution, 
many of the Civil War. It rolls over 
hills and along the seacoast from 
Maine to Florida, 1,800 miles. And 
it is 1,800 miles of natural beauty 
and history desecrated by shacks and 
obliterated by signs. 

But something can be done. The 
Outdoor Advertising Association of 
America already has pledged that 
its members will respect the public 
interest. in natural scenic beauty and 
historic areas. More than this, they 
are taking an active part in cam- 
paigning for good taste in all out- 
door advertising. Other organiza- 
tions active in discouraging objec- 
tionable types of roadside advertis- 
ing include the garden elubs and 
many community service groups. 


You see, all you need is an idea or 
a bit of desire to make your com- 
munity a more decent place to live. 
Our whole system of playgrounds 
started that way, in Boston, in 1894. 
A man named Joseph Lee, a banker, 
but not an awfully wealthy one, 
read a five-line item in his news- 
paper about boys being arrested for 
playing ball in the streets. The irony 
of it riled him—children barred by 
law from play, but not from bully- 
ing or loafing or growing twisted 
in their minds with nothing to do. 
He cleared the junk off a vacant lot, 
left the barrels and planks for play. 
The kids came. He had to move to a 
larger lot. He got backing and took 
over some old stables for the winter, 
and the older boys built a bowling 
alley and game courts. This was new 
in 1894. This was the beginning of 
it. Chicago and Philadelphia took it 
up, Pittsburgh and San Francisco, 
150 cities—public playgrounds, ten- 
nis courts, golf courses, and pools. 

America has been immeasurably 
richer for this simple idea that 
Joseph Lee, Citizen Joseph Lee, 
Boston, put to work in a dirty vacant 
lot 53 years ago. 

But the job is not yet finished. 
Slums still flourish. Ten million 
children still play in the streets. 
America has much ugliness that 
could be restored easily to its original 
beauty.

Can prefabs be financed? Yes. 
The F.H.A. has already approved 
loan insurance on many types. There 
is a great backlog of mortgage 
money; lending agencies thruout 
the country are financing approved 
prefabs. Financing will be no more 
difficult than for conventional homes. 


Whe makes prefabs? More than 
150 manufacturers are now in pro- 
duction, including such big names 
in the industrial world as the United 
States Steel Corporation (thru its 
subsidiary, Gunnison Homes, Inc.) 
and Henry Kaiser and Associates. 
Many others are planning to enter 
the field. 

Up to January 1, the National 
Housing Agency approved 260 
plants for priority assistance. For 
approval, the house produced must 
conform to minimum F.H.A. con- 
struction standards as well as to 
space and privacy requirements. 

The Prefabricated Home Manu- 
facturers’ Institute estimates these 
companies have facilities to produce 
300,000 permanent homes in 1947 
on a one-shift basis. The main ques- 
tion is whether materials will be 
available in sufficient quantities; 
shortages in 1946 kept the industry 
operating at only 20 percent of 
capacity. 


Who sells prefabs? Gencrally, 
manufacturers grant franchises to 
established local realtor-builders. 
These dealers purchase prefabs 
from the factory and resell them to 
consumers at a price established by 
the manufacturer for the area. 
Eventually, it is-_probable that deal- 
ers will also sell lots, maintain 
homes, and finance their purchase.
